All that 
we have, is but a Lean from the Great 
God unto us. Now, it we be fo Un» 
thankful, that wes will not ry. 
ar d aft-Rionatcly Recognize the Kinds 
neſs ot God unto us in fuch a Loan, 
it is not very Reaſonable that we ſhou 
come to have a Loſs inſtead of a Loan ? 
Is it famuus Threatning of God, in 
Deut. 28. 47, 43. Breauſe thow ſerveſff 
wor the Lord thy God, with TFoyfulneſs, 
and Gladueſt of Heart, for the Abundance 
of al chings ; therefore thom ſhalt Serve 
thing Enemies m Hunger and in Thruſt , 
pay in Nakedneſs, and i» the want of 
al ihrygs. It ſeems, we come to the 
Want, and the Lo/s ot our: Former A 
bundance ; Whry? Becauſe we Jo not 
Serve God with a due Thenkfutneſs of 
Heart, in and for that Abundance. Let 
me Uo this unto the Conſciences of 
my Looſling Neighbours!

And :he Tartar then reply*d, Ungrateful 
Wretch! then wonder not, that thou baſt 
Toff u all! Truly fo, Let many of us, 
that have Loſt much of the VVorld, 
be asked ſerioully, Did you ever give 
Expreſs, Hearty, krequem Thanks to God, 
for His beſtowing theje things upon yuu? 
*Iis to be Jdoulbicd, that we thould be 
found lamentably deicaive in this In- 
genutcy; and fo you ſee, the Colt of 
this Ingraticude. Morcover , All that 
we have, is the Aſeays or Culitration Em- 
ploy'd by the Great God upon- us. We 
are Trees in tlie Vine\ad ot God; 
our Delights arc part ot che Husbandry, 
or the Means wherewicth Hz: Labours, 
to fetch ſome of Lis Prailes our of 
us; and it we are Unfruittul atter all, 
is but Rcalonabls that we ſhould be 
deprived of thols Means.

If we don't know 
this, we ſhall kww that He will Take 
it, and we muſt Leoſe it all, They 
that are Unprofitable Servants, do quickly 
hear their Doom, Take the Talent from 
bim, ſaith the Lord !

Fourthly, Under our Lets, we may 
do well to Con/iler, 'How we Got what 
we have Loft. Iris a moſt memorable 
paſſage, in Fer. 17. 11. As a Parridee 
ſujeth on Egger, and Hatchet!" them not, ſo 
be that gettth Riches, and wot by Rinbe, 
hid Leave them in the midſt of bu 
Dayes, and at his Fnd ſhil be a Foot. 
Maay a man has ben ſuch a Fol, as 
to augment his Riches in ſome ways of 
Duhoneſty ; he has cither by Traud or 
Force made himiclf a Maſter of G11, 
whereto he had no Right, by that Get 
dex Rul2, Do as thou woullefF be done 
wito, , And what comes of it? ihe 
Eggs prove Adile, Or to fp:ak more 
thoroughly 3 The S:ol:n Fggs cairy urs 
inz .
